A special meeting of the Vulcan 


The work on the new Town 
Hall and Fire Station is in hand 
now and the work will be pushed 
to completion for the required 
time. Mr. Fred Smith, the con¬ 
tractor has satisfied the council’s 
demands for a bond and the onlv 
thing now is the hall. 

The building itself will be a 
structure measuring thirty feet 
{along the-Vulcan Street front and 
thirty-two feet along the Pacific 
I Avenue side. Cement foundations 
will be laid: 

JThe building itself wilFbeaPiade 
off into three rooms, council 
chamber, room for the town man 
and the fire station. 

The council chamber will be 
twelve feet by twenty feet, with 
the main door opening on to Vul¬ 
can Street, there will be the room 
for the town man, an apartment 
measuring ten feet by twelve. 
Both these rooms are to be 
plastered. 

The'fire hall will measure 
twenty feet by thirty, with two 
eight feet doors opening on to 
Pacific Avenue. Opposite these 
the fire engines will stand in readi¬ 
ness to be taken out. The doors 
will be fitted with special fasteners 
allowing immediate entrance from 
outside. At the back of the fire 
hall and opening out into the yard 
there is another door opposite 
which will be the water tank, so 
placed that it is in immediate 
readiness to have the horses 
hitched and drawn out. By these 
arrangements there will be a 
minimum of time ' taken q g j n 
getting the ehgities and tattk out" 
in case of fire. 

The buildiug is to be fourteen 
feet high and the outside will be 
covered with rock faced siding. 
The distance from the ground to 
tlje top of the bell tower, which is 
to be placed at the corner of the 
two streets, will be thirty feet. 
The necessity for this is so that the 
bell when rung will be heard over 
the town and not only in parts as 
at present, 

The building will stand back six 
feet from the edge of the lots, and 
there is a proposal that a small 
flower bed should be I a i d o u t . 
That, however, is a matter still 
undecidech, but if - it is carried out 
it will add materially to the 
appearance of the building. 

At the far end of the buildiug 
from the town the vacant space 
will be used for a dog pound, the 
size to be fourteen feet by thirty 
feet. 

The yard in the rear of the. 
building will be divided into two 
parts, one part for the use of the 
town and the other for a pound. 

The stables which are to be 
erected will be placed so as to 
accomodate the two yards. The 
end in the town yard will be utilized 
for the town team and the end in 
the pound yard will be used for 
impounded cows and horses. 

Around the two yards will run a 
fencing with gates allowing en¬ 
trance both from the alleyway at 
the back and from Pacific Avenue. 
The size of the pound yard will be 
about twenty-one feet by fifty feet 
and the size of the stables will be 
eighteen feet by sixteen feet. 

At the council meeting, which 
was called to consider the plans 
for the hall, it was pointed out 
that the bell tower is to be at one 
end of the building and the room ' 
of the town man at the other, an 
arrangement which would hardly 
facilitate an alarm if he was to 
receive a call by phone during the 
night, as it had been decided to 
have the phone connected with the 
fire office after the exchange had 
closed down in the evening. The 
question of ringing an alarm has, 
however, been overcome by the 
arrangement that \there are to be 
two ropes to the bell, one outside 
so that the„ alarm ^san be raised 
from there if necessary, and an¬ 
other from the room of the town 
man in order that he may give an 
immediate signal. 

Tlie contract which has been 
accepted by the builder asks for 
the completion of tb* building by 
the end of April, with an allow¬ 
ance of fifteen days for bad 
weather.

Construction of an Inland; Waterway 
... From the Ocean tO the Prairies 
la Advocated 

Advocating the construction of an 
Inland waterway from the ocean to 
the prairies. rs the most practical 
way of making the raising of grain a 
more profitable undertaking, Mr. C. 
A. Dunning of Regina, a member of 
the Saskatchewan Commission on 
Grain Marketing, in addressing the 
Regina Board of Trade, advanced ar¬ 
guments proving the necessity .for 
such a waterway. Mr. Dunning is 
manager of the Saskatchewan Co-op¬ 
erative Elevator Company, with head¬ 
quarters at Regina, and in view of the 
investigations carried out by tbe com¬ 
mission of- which he was a member. 
Is well able to deal with the question 
of "Marketing of Saskatchewan 
Grain.” • 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Dunning said; "Tbe marketing of 
grain' at a country elevator Is a com¬ 
mon scene In Saskatchewan. Here 
you see farmers marketing their grain 
in the most common of all methods. 
You even see a team of-oxen. The 
grain Is weighed on a platform, which 
has a special .arrangement for dump¬ 
ing the grain Into the pit, from which 
It is elevated to the top of the eleva¬ 
tor.

| Ancient Egyptians Were Ahead 

The announcement la made by a 
British scientist that he has discov¬ 
ered how the ancient Egyptians In¬ 
cubated chickens to thj number of 
120,000,000 year. He has found 
Incubators which he declares were 
used iu Kg; pt Eve thousand years 
ago. 

The secret has been well guarded, 
but it is laid bare at last. They had 
no oil stoves or gas or electric heat¬ 
ed incubators, but they *bad ovens 
which worked much better, even 
though they required more constant 
tending. Each oven was calculated 
to hold seven thousand eggs, and the 
fuel by which It was heated consisted 
of chopped straw and dung, but for-i 
the :ast ten days of the hatching, the 
energy was supplied altogether by 
the chickens themselves. 

It is the commonest errer of those 
operating our modern incubators to 
use too much heat, especially toward 
the end of the period, and now we 
may learn frem the old Egyptians how 
uot. to do things as well as how to 
do them. The use of the straw and 
other light fuel shows that the Egyp¬ 
tians were most careful to avoid too 
Intense heat at any time. We thought 
that we were tbe first to use incuba¬ 
tors, but we are fifty centuries be¬ 
hind the times.

away. When a grain blockade oc¬ 
curs, it is customary to see temporary 
bins erected by farmers alongside the 
railway track. Luckily no such 
blockades occurred during 1913, and 
It was unnecessary to adopt such me¬ 
thods.. 

"The next step Is where the car- 
lbad has been loaded, the railway com 
pany has taken charge, and the grain 
has been taken to Winnipeg. When 
the grain arrives here, it la ready for 
the Dominion government inspection 
department. Flrgt a man comes 
along and unseals the car. He also 
leaves a bag ai the bottom of the loor. 
Number two comeg along, and he has 
iu his hand r “stabber,” and also a 
cloth. He climbs right into the car. 
The stabber is a hollow brass tube 
with another tube inside.. Each tube 
lias a number of rows of perpendicu¬ 
lar holes. It Is deep pointed at the 
bottom to .illow being thrust through 
the grain. It is possible to turn one 
i tube inside the other. The man drives 
the Blabber (closed so as not to ad¬ 
mit the grain) to tile bottom of the 
car. He then turns the tubes to per¬ 
mit the grab to enter., and by this 
means draws out what might be term¬ 
ed a sectional view of tl.j grain ln- 
tbe car. He is supposed to statj the 
car In seven different places. Hav* 
lng drawn the stabber out each time. It 
is here the cloth comes Into play. He 
draws the inside Of the stabber out 
and empties the contents on the cloth. 
He can then be considered to have a 
fair sample of the grain 1 •- the car. 
The samples go secured la too large 
for inspection so he thoroughly mixes 
this large sample and puts % fair five 
pound sample In bis bag. The sealer 
again comes along and re-seals tbe 
car. The samples which are taken are 
hauled on a dray to the grain ex¬ 
change where the actual inspection 
takes place. 

“Six men are the final arbiters on 
all the grain which passes through 
Winnipeg. All three railways have 
large yards there. When it is stat¬ 
ed that over 1600 cars of grain passi 
through Winnipeg daily, during the | 
grain season, you can readily under¬ 
stand the work the inspection staff 
have to do. 

‘.‘On the whole I think the Inspection 
'Staff is to ha congratulated, although 
the farmers do complain sometimes. 
It Is a big strain on these men to 
to be the constant arbiters of the 
gt^ide of the craln. 

"Next the grain is taken to the ter¬ 
minal elevators, at Fort William or 
Port Arthur, and the cars are shunted 
on to what is called the "hump. 1 ’ „It 
is made by elevating the railway track 
six or eight feet. The cars are then 
shunted by gravity on to the switch 
to which they are Intended to go. 

A splendid type of the high class 
terminal elevator is the concrete 
structure owned and operated by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, known as 
elevator “D.” There are four sets of 
track. It holds the record for unload¬ 
ing, 185 cars having been unloaded 
in one day. The griln is elevaterf In¬ 
to the work house and passes along 
endless belts "Into the storage tankB, 
according to grade, and remains there 
until required to be loaded into the 
lake boats. It iB let out or tbe bot¬ 
tom of the tank ou to another endless 
belt which takes it back to the work 
house where It is rc-elevated and run 
down the spout into the boat. 

Another type of elevator is the old 
wooden type, covered with iron sheet¬ 
ing. This class Is rapidly passing 
out of use, owing to the higher cost 
of operation, the Insurance rate being 
especially high on wooden elevators. 

‘TO contrast with this old type ele¬ 
vator, the new Dominion Government 
elevator is of coucrete construction 
throughout, and is of the best type of 
construction, the insurance rate be¬ 
ing the lowest. 

“Up to now w« have been consider¬ 
ing the course of the large proportion 
of the grain which goes through the 
terminals into boats. The other meth¬ 
od is the loading of the car for all 
rail shipments. This year on account 
of tbe crop being early most of it has 
been shipped by boat. When condi¬ 
tions are not so good It Is sometimes 
necessary to ship considerable quanti¬ 
ties of grain all rail during that period 
of the year when the lakes are frozen, i

Greenbeart baa been known to stand 
in wharves for over thirty year*, and 
Ipga that hare remained under water 
for* a hundred years are in perfectly 
sound condition. ' 

Qrecnbeprt's extraordinary resist¬ 
ance to decay to probably owing to tbe 
presence of an alkaloid known as bl- 
btrine and also to certain resinous sub¬ 
stances known as tyloses. Tbe latter 
are reddish brown masses of Ilvlog 
cells that grow In solid masses within 
little cavities tbat they often fill com¬ 
pletely. Aa tbe; grow with tho tree 
they turn black and make tbe wood of 
the older trees black. 

As In all tropical treea. whose growth 
to continuous through the year, there 
era no annual growth rings. Tbs trees 
probably do not reach maturity nnder 
260 years. A greenbenrt tree Is from 
sixty to a hundred feet lu height It 
to an evergreen without knots and has 
a broad, open crown. The wood weighs 
about seventy-five pounds to the cnhla 
foot and resists a crushing force of 
12.000 pounds to the square Inch.— 
Youth's Companion.

A Korean keeps bla bat on wben we 
should take It off. Soldiers wear black 
or brown felt hats decorated with red 
horse hair or peacock feathers, nnd 
hanging from tl.s sides, over tbe curs 
and around til r necks aro oval halls 
of porcelain, umber and a queer kind 
of gum.—Sunbeam.

literature of ever/ description, The] 
benefits of having a state owned 
library at our disposal wou'd be 
that we shou d be able to keep in 
touch with much that is worth 
while all the world over. Its bene¬ 
fits would extend from the town 
dweller to the homesteader, and 
both men would be able to have 
works dealing with his particular 
bumeas if lie wauled it. Particu¬ 
larly would the library be of benefit 
to the farmer. Whether his lean¬ 
ings were towa-ds grain growing or 
to the naring of any pir icnlur 
branch of slock, he would be able 
to cousult the works of the highest 
authorities, whereas he now has to 
put himself lo considetable outlay 
111 the buying of the iuformatiou 
or go without them altogether. 
And as with the farmer, so it would 
be with men of every industry. 
The business man, be be store¬ 
keeper, business man or builder, 
would stand-to reap equal benefits. 

One significant pbase in regard 
to the proposal is that there are to 
be books of all languages, so that 
the foreign settler, far from bis 
country, will. be able lo read tbe 
works of bis countrymen with 
almost as much ease and conveu- 
lenoe as if he had never left home. 

Altogether^ tnere is no walk in 
life which will not be touched by 
the influence of this library, and 
be the broader for it. 

It is to be hoped that the move¬ 
ment which has received suoh 
hearty endorsement in Lethbridge 
will spread with rapidity.

Benton Knifed Net Shut 


The inquiry into the death of I 
the Scotsman, Benton, five weeks | 
ago in Juarez, directed by the Brit-1 
ish foreign office, has been con¬ 
cluded and recently the results 
were laid before the British ambas¬ 
sador in Washington, for trans 
mission to London. This investi¬ 
gation was conducted by C. R E 
Perceval, the British consul at GaU 
vestou, whose district includes the 
town of El Paso, opposite Juarez. 

The testimony quoted by the 
Consul makes it appear that Benton 
was unarmed when he entered 
Juarez and sought Villa’s head¬ 
quarters, that he entered Villa’s 
office, that there was a tremendous 
scuffle, followed by perfect quiet. 
No witnesses could be found who 
had heard the sound of a shot. 
Benton did not emerge from that 
office alive, but where and when 
his body was removed the report 
does not disclose. 

The consul drew the inference 
that Benton had been killed by a 
knife and that his body had been 
secretly removed and interred some¬ 
where in the immediate neighbor¬ 
hood, though there was no direct 
testimony adduced to sustain this 
inference

For the first time eggs are 
being shipped from Western Can¬ 
ada to the east. An Edmonton 
company has sent a carload of new 
laid eggs from its' head-quarters 
in the Altierta capital to Toronto 
produce dealers at 21 3-4 cents per 
dozen, f. o. b. Edmonton. Up to 
this time, eggs have t>een shipped 
in large quantities to the Western ] 
cities, but there has never before 
E>een an attempt at an interchange. 

Nine families brought to Alberta 
from tbe States, by the C. P. R. 
this spring, have just acquired 
from the company 4,000 acres ot 
land located in the southern and 
central portions of this province. 
Each farmer took up approximately 
450 acres of land. It is the in¬ 
tention of the new settlers to go in 
extensively for mixed farming. 
The land was bougTit on the 20 
year loan policy of the company. 

According to Arthur Hooker, sec¬ 
retary of the International Irriga 
tion association, 10,000 delegates 
from practically all the civilized 
countries of the world, will be pres¬ 
ent at the big irrigation congress 
which will be held in this coming 
fall. “Calgary and western Cana¬ 
da as .a whole should reap great 
benefits from the congress,” said 
] Mr. Hooker. “An attempt will be 
I made to make all delegates and 
j visitors acquainted with the varied 
i resoar ces of this country and as a 
I result there should tie a marked in- 
* crease in inrmigratioh to western 
p rairie provinces next spring.”

tbe Dominion Government sent out 
party, working under Mr. A. J. Bell, 
the Government agent at Fort Smith. 
His report reads like a book of adven¬ 
ture. 

Tho existence of at least three 
herds of buffalo was proved, each herd 
consisting of bullB. cows and year¬ 
lings to the number of about forty-fivq. 
In appearance they closely resemble 
the plains buffalo, of which they aro 
the remnants, but, being forced by 
necessity to live In the hilly wooded 
regions remott from settlement, thefc; 
have changed their habit-} somewhat, 
and are fleeter of foot and more agile 
than their ancestors of the plains. 

In summer they may be found in 
twos and threes roaming through the 
birch woodlands, but in winter they 
travel in largo bands for greater se¬ 
curity against the wolves. 

In winter, when passing from one 
feeding ground to another they travel 
in single file through the snow, mak¬ 
ing a narrow trail on which the snow 
Is packed as hard as a rock. When 
they come to a grass-grown slough or 
meadow, they stay there until all the 
feed Is exhausted and ths whole area 
io compact:/ trampled down. 

Unlike the western horses, which 
paw the snow’ away with their front 
feet, the buffalo uses its huge head 
r.j a shovel and scatters the snow in 
clouds In order to reach the grass be¬ 
neath. When alarmed, the old bulls 
stand on guard in the rear, whlls the 
cows and yecrlings make good their 
escape.

COLLAPSIBLE AIRSHIP 

Dirigible Used ae Scout May Readily 
be Teken Apart for Traeport 
A dirigible which may he readily 
taken apart with a short transported 
gondola capablo of .being easily trans¬ 
ported by rail or road, baa undergone 
successful tests by the French govern¬ 
ment, and will be used ~r. a scout 
cruiser in the aerial navy of that coun¬ 
try. It iu equipped With a horizon¬ 
tal propeller -by which It t.ay be low¬ 
ered wlthl reach of the landing crew 
without the use of g lde ropes. Ver¬ 
tical descents have been made from as 
great a helg\t as 1,000 feet by this 
means and the number of men re¬ 
quired to operate the car Is thus re¬ 
duced considerably. Two vertical pro¬ 
pellers besides the horozontal one aro 
provided, and tw* 90 horza power en¬ 
gines drive the dlrigihlo at a speed of 
about 40 miles <qi hour.

The 
gas bag has a capacity of about 230,000 
cubic feet.

Language Study 

In Europe tew men or v -men who 
claim to be educated are content to 
speak only their mother tongue. Mod¬ 
em languages are taught In all good 
schools tor women, and on the Contin¬ 
ent, U Is not uncommon for both men 
and women to be familiar'with three 
languages. 

In the United States and In Canadsi 
it Is comparatively rare that a speak¬ 
ing knowledge ot any bnt/ttye English 
tongue Is possessed, and no one con¬ 
siders It a disgrace or even a dlsaV 
vantage to be ignorant of French, Ger¬ 
man or Italian. 

I If our exclusive study of our mother 
tongue rendered us all more proficient 
I in its use, this might be come/com¬ 
pensation tor the want of familiarity 
with another. ''Shore are few who, will 
contend that the educated American 
or Canadian speaks more carefully or 
correctly than the English lady or gen¬ 
tleman who can converse in another 
language. 

When a foreign language Is studied 
it Is usually from books only. We 
learn to read and perhaps to write, 
but not to tbink In a foreign language, 
or even to get the full thought of an¬ 
other. 

There is a movement in Un'ted 
States high schools and universltl Je 
to visit in foreign countries where 
they can perfect themselves in tha 
study of the languages they have un 
dertaken to teach. No one can doubt 
that such a scheme. If feasible, would 
be of the greatest advantage, -uot to 
teachers only, but to pupils.

The act¬ 
ivity is greater perhaps at the pre¬ 
sent time than it has been on the eve 
of any preceding Provincial General 
elections. This Is, no doubt, due In 
some degree to the evidence brought 
out by the Royal Commission which 
Investigated t .* sensational escape of 
John Krafch juko from durance vile 
In Winnipeg. A very great amount 
of interest and indignation have been 
Btirred up over the night clubs of Win¬ 
nipeg, and needless to say the reveal 
atlous in connection with the night 
life of the city and the violations of 
the liquor law and the antl-gambllng 
law are being made to play a copsid-j 
erable part In political discussion. 

The opponents of the Government 
charge the Attorney General's depart¬ 
ment and the Liquor License depart¬ 
ment with the blame for having al¬ 
lowed such conditions to grow up; 
while, on the other hand, It j claimed 
that some of the responsibility must 
be charged against the city police. 
There have been numerous deputa¬ 
tions and conferences, one of the most 
notable being the Interview - between 
Sir Rodmond Roblin and a deputation 
representing the Social Service Coun¬ 
cil, at which Rev. Dr. Wilson of St. 
Augustine Presbyterjam church used 
strong language to Slr*Rodmond per- 
[ sonally describing the record of the 
! Government regarding the temperance 
cut-gtion and the enforcement of the 
liquor law as "dishonorable." Sir 
Rodmond warmly resented the attack 

At a public meeting held In Zion 
Church resolutions were passed en¬ 
dorsing Rev. Dr. Wllsou's speech and 
declaring that the meeting deplored 
that “the recent request for the in¬ 
vestigation of the scandalous condi¬ 
tions prevailing in the olty in connec¬ 
tion with the clubs and the hotels 
should have been refused." A-: ong 
the speakers at the meeting were Rev. 
Dr. J. L. Gordon, who declared that 
the psychological moment hud arriv¬ 
ed for the temperance forces of Man- 
-Itoba. Rev. Dr. C. W. Gordon spoke 
on enforcing the demand for an In¬ 
vestigation. 

Some of the temperance leaders de¬ 
clared that the Liberals under the 
leadership of Mr. Norris, before they 
can claim the support of the temper¬ 
ance people, should pledge themselves 
outright to abolition of the bar. 
Others take the view that the Liber¬ 
als having pledged themselves to the 
policy of submitting the question of 
banishing the bar to a referendum, are 
entitled to support against the Govern¬ 
ment, their policy .being the one In 
favor of which a petition bearing 
20,000 signatures was presented to 
the Government three years ago with¬ 
out result. 

What part will be played ^in the 
Provincial elections by the temperance 
people remains to be seen, but there 
are signs of an Increasing conviction 
among them that the sentiment in 
favor of progressive action in the 
direction of temperance reformation 
is strong enough throughout the Pro-’ 
vince to hold to the balance of power, 
if the temperanc > people hold together 
and- vote in a manner to furnish proof 
that they are determined to Impress 
I the politicians with their earnestness.

Little clay models of the three 
wise monkeys are quite common in 
the new world though the Idea comes 
from Japan.

In Japqp the monkey is called Ko- 
ghin, meaning a deification of that 
day of the month which corresponds 
to the fifty-seventh term of the Chin¬ 
ese sexagenary cycle, which is known 
to the Japanese as Ka-no-esaru. The 
fifty-seventh day is known as the day 
of the monkey, and is represented by 
three mohkeys, called respectively 
"wl-zuraws," ‘kikazura,” .and . “Iwa- 
zaru.” meaning the blin. monkey, the 
deaf taonkey, and the dumb monkey. 

There is a very beautiful represen¬ 
tation of this deity In the Temple at 
Nikko, lying northward ot Japan, right 
amongst the mountains. Many are 
the natives who PV homage to these 
strange animals. In fact, represents 
tlons of the monkeys carved In stone 
slabs are amongst the most usual ob¬ 
jects of devotion in the more rural 
districts of Japan.

T. Stirling, chief inspeotor, which 
waB issued under the direction of 
John Stocks, deputy minister of 
the provincial department of 
publio, works. 

For the year 191*1 there were 
289 ooal mints iu Alberta, em¬ 
ploying 6610 iuside men aud 2253 
men outside. These mines pro¬ 
duced 4,306.346 tons of coal, 
130,861 tous of biiquettes and 
65,167 tons of ooke, the whole be¬ 
ing an increase of twenty live per 
oeut over the previous year. This 
output is placed in the following 
classification: bituminous, 2,374- 
401 tons; lignite, 1,763,225 tons; 
anthracite, 168,720 tons; used iu 
ooke production, 104,012 tous. 

The increased output iu the 
mines for the past eight years has 
been iu the neigbbbmPhoed of 
about five bundled per ceut since 
the organization of the province, 
the touuage being: 1905, &11,228; 
1906, 1,385,000; 1907, 1,834,745; 
iy08, 1,845,000; ly09, 2,174,329; 
1910, 3,036,757; 1911, 3,694.564; 
1912,3,446,349; and 1913,4,306,346 

The estimates of experts regard 
ing the probable ooal resources of 
the province total 1,075,039,000, 
000 metric tons, a quantity equal 
to fourteen times tbe leserves of 
British Columbia, eighteen times 
that of Saskatchewan, and one 
hundred and ten times greater thau 
Nova Scotia, which is at pres, nt 
the largest producing province iu 
Canada. 

The Edmonton district baa a 
coal area of 77,184 square miles of 
a total of 109,16b square miles of 
ooal fields in Canada.

The originator 
of the petition is Mr. L. Hold, of 
Foremost,and iu that distriot alone 
there have been as m iny as four 
hundred signatories Besides b •- 
ing asked to mike a remission of 
the $3 the government are requested 
to make a refund, on a percentage 
basis, of whatever mouey may have 
been paid iu on account already. 
The text of the petituu ia as fol¬ 
lows: "To tbe MinisteY of the Ic- 
terior, Ottawa: We the iiudereign 
ed pre-emption holders humbly 
petition tbe minister of the interior 
to allow proof to be made for a 
pre-emption at the same time as a 
homestead or any lime thereafter, 
providing the necessary improve¬ 
ments have been made and without 
payment at tbe time of making aoob 
proof or obtaining anch patent.

RECEIPTS 


T HE sole head of a family, or any 
mate over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saekatch 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
nppear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for tbe Dietrict. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not Bub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable bouse is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. > f‘J 
In certain districts a homestead!?' in 
good standing may pre eta pt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of sir years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
50 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
hofneetead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price, 
S3 per acre.
